Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that the 1 12 rejection for 
claiml is a new grounds of rejection. The Examiner disagrees, since the first office action clearly states the specific problem that it is 
unclear how the intended use of the pulley provides further structural limitations of the pulley apparatus in claim 1 (claims 10 and 11). Just 
because the 1 12 rejection was reiterated in different words in the final office action, it does not make it a new rejection. Furthermore, 
because the proposed amendments have not been entered, the arguments regarding the art rejections are moot .
